Would  you  please  consider  this  to  be  the  formal 
application  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Store  Company  and  its  tenant, 
Sandusky  Distributing  Company  of  Indiana,  Inc.,  for  the  Board 
of  Works  to  undertake  proceedings  to  vacate^  Sylvia  Street 
from  the  western  boundary  of  John  Street  to  the  western  terminus 
of  said  street. 

This  segment  of  Sylvia  Street  is  less  than  a city 
block  long  and  dead  ends  into  the  property  of  the  Fort  Wayne 
Store  Company.  The  Fort  Wayne  Store  Company  owns  all  of  the 
land  abutting  Sylvia.
